Accidental releases of toxic chemicals have also put communities and
emergency responders at risk. Working together, businesses and local emergency officials can increase
awareness and take steps to reduce risk and protect human health and safety.

Know which chemicals are classified as hazardous materials or wastes and 0 O O
are subject to regulations related to proper storage.
Eliminate any hazardous products and replace with safer ones
